T3 ROBABLY nothing is tougher than tryr 
* 
ing to guess Russia’s next move. W e’d 
be wrong, for example, if we imagined the 
keepers of the K rem lin as mental robots 
w ith every step m apped out according to a 
fixed timetable. The record proves Stalin 
and his Politburo are opportunists. 
They move if and w hen they view a situ­ 
ation as favorable. Right now no one out­ 
side S talin’s ruling circle knows w hether 
Moscow is embarked on a continuing sched­ 
u le of aggression. If it is, the Politburo will 
gauge the will to resist shown by the likely 
victims, m easure the aid that 
m ight 
be 
brought to their side. and act accordingly. 
M any observers see Yugoslavia as the 
m ost eligible victim on the list. They be­ 
lieve 
Russia still doesn’t wish to commit 
h er own forces but to rely upon satellite 
arm ies, as in Korea. And Tito is surround­ 
ed by the Red puppet forces of Bulgaria, 
Albania, Rum anit and Hungary. 
T h ere’s a possible error in this appraisal, 
how ever, because Tito's arm y is generally 
rated strong enough to beat off satellite at­ 
tacks.

A nd they reason that the Russians know it, 
too. Some reports suggest, therefore, that 
Tito will not be really worried until he 
hears th a t Soviet troops are grouping to 
join an assault against him. 
If this attitude reflects a sound judg­ 
m en t of the satellite forces encircling Tito, 
then doubt m ust be cast on the choice of 
Yugoslavia as next victim. For it means 
Russia would have to enter the fight to as­ 
sure victory. 
On the other hand, the Korean w ar has 
been a rude shock to those who tend to u n ­ 
d errate satellite armies. The puppet North 
K oreans w ere well trained and supplied 
fro m the start. They are being steadily re ­ 
inforced 
and 
resupplied 
in 
sufficient 
Strength to maintain their attacking m o­ 
m entum . 
In the light of this showing, it’s risky to 
assum e that Russia’s eastern European sat­ 
ellites would not m ake plenty of trouble 
for Tito even if no single Soviet 
soldier 
should march. 
Anyway, w e can’t really m easure satel­ 
lite strength or Russia’s intent with regard 
to her own forces. But th ere’s one thing we 
and the rest of the free world can do to al­ 
te r the equation the Politburo will consider 
w hen it debates the next move: 
Speaking through the United Nations, we 
can tell Moscow that Y u g o slav ia will get 
th e same kind of help from non-Com m un- 
ist countries that the South Koreans arc 
getting. 
We 
can declare this in specific 
language that will dispel all doubts in the 
m inds of the K rem lin’s opportunists. 
Already w e’ve said he would take a ‘‘se­ 
rious view ” of further Red aggression, and 
th e UN has hinted it would act as it did in 
Korea. But hints and vague statements do 
not deter invasion. Firm, clear talk is the 
need.

have qualified this by saying he would 
keep Johnson and Acheson "as long as they 
dc a good job.” She pointed out that every 
President occasionally finds it necessary to 
m ake changes in his cabinet and it isn’t 
a good idea to “freeze” a man in an im ­ 
portant position. 
Injecting a more personal 
note, 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt wrote that it was apparent to her 
from the tremendous volume of anti-John­ 
son mail she was receiving that the public 
had lost confidence in the 
secretary of 
defense. In view of this sentiment and in 
the interest of national defense, she sug­ 
gested firmly that Johnson should be re ­ 
placed.

Beg,inners in radio announcing frequent­ 
ly m ake the mistake of trying too hard. 
They 
listen in admiration to their own 
voices; they afb ct too-precise enunciation; 
they adopt an oracular style of speaking; 
they ; ppear to be violently in love with 
themselves. 
| 
Fortunately, 
this is only a phase, and 
' most announcers grow out of it and develop 
natural and likable radio personalities. But 
j the shake-dow n cruise, so to speak, 
is 
somewhat trying on the listeners. 
Having had more than 25 years’ experi­ 
ence as a broadcast*a and producer of radio 
programs, I belev e I am well qualified to 
I offer some helpful suggestions. The voice. 
' You cither have a good radio voice or you 
haven't. If you have a good voice, forget 
about “ pear-shaped tones” and such non­ 
sense. Tile less thought you give to your 
voice, the better it will sound. Don’t strive 
for deep, manly tones by growling through 
the* A dam ’s apple or adopting what I call 
the “brisket placement.” Do not try for rc- 
1 sonar.ee by tensing the throat 
and 
jaw. 
Keep the throat and jaw muscles relaxed, 
and speak with the voice the Lord gave 
you. It you haven’t a good radio voice, you 
arc miscast as a broadcaster and would be 
better off doing some other kind of work. 
Enunciation. Nothing is so tiresome as 


I the announcer who overenunciates, 
who 
i puts all the pretty little vowels 
and 
the 
pretty little consonants in their pretty little 
places. In other words, strive for the collo­ 
quial, rather than the elocutionary. Do not 
affect any pronunciation t Ii cit is stilted or 
unfamiliar. If the dictionary offers more 
n one choice, select the pronunciation 
uistomary among the people.

Business Is Outlined

WASHINGTON--! I';—How 
can 
businessmen get 
business 
with 
the government? 
Which is another way of saying: 
how can they stay abreast of con­ 
tracts for which the government 
w ants bids? 
Do they have to come to Wash­ 
ington to 
find 
out? 
In 
many 
cases, perhaps most, they don’t. 
They can find out in their own 
towns. 
The departm ent of 
commerce 
has worked out a system to keep 
them informed and 
help 
them 
m ake bids on work they can do. 
I f s done through the depart­ 
m ent’s 42 
officers 
around 
the 
country and 
business 
organiza­ 
tions in cities and communities, 
such as local cham bers of com­ 
merce, boards of trade and so on. 
How It Works 
Altogether 
there 
are 
about 
2.100 such outlets. The main point 
in tile system is tile departm ent’s 
Chicago office and this is the way 
it works: 
Say Hie army quarterm aster in 
New York wants to have uniforms 
made.

nationwide 
teletype hook-up of

This otl'ice summarizes the in- 
formation pouring into it daily, 
and then sends it out by mail to 
the 2,100 outlets mentioned above.

There have been many so­ 
called regional novels that have world­ 
wide appeal—such as the tim eless In­ 
terest in the “regional” Mississippi river 
stories by Mark Tw*ain. 
We are not comparing Dr. Cooper to 
Samuel Clemens, or “We Pass This W ay” 
to “Huckleberry Finn,” but w e do wish to 
point out that most of the successful novels 
are regional in character. This is as true 
of Hardy’s “Jude” as it is of Irving’s “Rip 
Van W inkle.”

THEY 
COME 
ALIVE— “We Pass This 
Way” is essentially the story of Fred Floyd 
and his wife, Dorothy; of their love and 
loyalty and toil and trouble in the copper 
mining community on the shore of 
Lake 
Superior. 
You come to know their personal joys 
and sorrows, hopes and ambitions, 
and 
their terrible economic problems. 
Miners and m ill hands, the officials of 
“the company,” and the local profession­ 
al men are recreated in the book in all 
their individuality to present 
a 
true 
cross-section picture of American sm all­ 
town life in the span of years between 
two World Wars. 
Through the lives of the “little people” 
and the big you experience the havoc of 
depression years and the rise of the unions. 
The dialogue is deftly handled — the 
people talk to each other as do the folk 
you know in your town.

words they use are the kind not usually 
reported in ‘‘polite” books. But there are 
hard as well as hardy people In this book 
and they speak in character and come 
alive for the reader.

ROMANTIC—Not romantic, “We 
Pass This W ay” comes closer to portraying 
living people than do the characters to bo 
found in the romantic novel. 
If there is fault to find with the book 
it is iii the number of characters present­ 
ed, rather than in any failure of plot. 
The story is there, but sometimes buried 
beneath the wealth of characters. That 
the characters are always interesting fur­ 
ther wilhdraw’s attention from the prin­ 
cipals around whom the plot revolves.
